attitude of the province of Quebec. The 
campaign there against prohibition bore 
fruit in' tiie ballot" ijox. ' On the whole it 
seems probable that over the whole couii- 
tri" there will be a small prohibition ma- 
jority. A great many people have imag- 
ined tliut this would mean the enaet- 
iiu'iit of 11 law. This is a mistake. A 
inajorily of u million would enact noth- 
ing. The plebiscite was really an order 
upon the prohibitionists to show up or 
shut up, and we rather think the gov- 
ernment will tell tliem to shut up." 

One of the most interesting features 
of the vote was the different attitude of 
the citKjs of Ontario from that taken in 
Hie provincial plebiscite iu 1804. Four 
years ago they gave a majority for pro- 
hibition of 8,240. Yesterday thoy giivo 
a total majority against prohibition of 
S,ieO.

from one section of the country to the 
other has been continued heavy export 
niovoment of lending cereals, unpieco- 
ilented activity in the manufacture of 
all lines of iron and steel, and continued 
good reports as to gross railway earn- 
ings, comparisons in this re.sjioct being 
made with the particularly I'nvornble 
conditions one year ago. 

Rather loss prononneed strength is 
noticealile in the price situation. Wheat, 
after quite a heavy bulge early in the

JJO.— Hon. Joseph !Mnr- 
tin iias £one we§t .again, apparently well 
satisfied witii the result of his repi-escnta- 
tions to the Canadian commissiouers. lie 
discussed at length every issue iu which 
Britisli Columbia is interested. He also 
bad a private conference 'with Lord 
Herschell. , 

But Mr. Martin had another mission 
He' formally made application on behalf 
of his government to the federal govern- 
ment for the trauKfer of Yukon or Klon 
dike to the territorial sovereignty of 
British Columbia. There is not, bow 
over, much reason to believe that the 
proposition will bo acceptable to tlio 
government or to Iho people, nlthough lie 
says British Columbia would abolish the 
royalties. 

He declined to say, in answer to a 
direct question, whether ho woiiUl re- 
gard the (Session of a port and territory 
for an all-Canadian route to the Yukon 
from the bead of I^ynn canal as sulllcient 
compensation for the surrender of the 
sealing right.s. lie would prefer tirst 
to speak with his colleagues, ho said. 
Ho contended, however, that tlie persons 
who own sealing vessels are not the only 
ones to bo thought of in the event of a 
decision being conio to that would in- 
volve the withdrawal of Canadians from 
pelngic scaling. The industry, lie says, 
is quite as important to the men who 
get their living out of it as to the men 
who have capital embarked. The prac- 
tical dillioulty involved in the settlement 
of the labor claims l)y money payments 
is very great, Mr. Martin admits, as it 
would be almost impossible to learn who 
make sealing their chief means of liveli- 
hood, and who go fishing merely on occa- 
sions when they have no other employ- 
ment. 



SPAIN STILL PROTESTING. 

■United States Conniving at Insurgent 
Arming in Vizcayas— More 
Spanish Troops Going. 

Madrid, Sept. 30.— The cabinet has de- 
cided to authorize General Kioz to grant 
reforms in the Vizcayas islands on the 
lines demanded by the inhabitants and 
to concentrate his forces at Mindanao, 
as there are only 450 men garrisoning 
the Vhscayas. 

The 'Spanish ministers also decided to 
protest to the government at AVashiug- 
ton against the refusal of the Americans 
to permit Spanish troops to be sent to 
the Vizcayas while it is claimed the in- 
surgents are constantly receiving arms 
and cannon with which to attack the is- 
lands, "which the Americans permit 
without even pretending to intervene." 
The Spanish cabinet, it is ,idded, will 
acquaint its Paris commissioners with 
these contentions in order tliat they niay 
bo used in the nogotions. Finally it is 
announced to the government at Wash- 
ington that it has been decided to send 
reinforcements to the Vizcayas and sev- 
en batteries of artillery in Andalusia 
have been ordered to got ready for the 
Philippines in 24 hours. In addition to 
this the cabinet will repeat its protests 
against the insurgents continuing to hold 
Spanish prisoners in the Philippine is- 
lands. 

The government hero intimates that 
there are 20,000 people in Porto Itieo 
who desire to return to Spain- 
Madrid, Sept. 30.— The government is 
seeking the consent of the United States 
to send Spanish troops from Manila to 
Vizcayas island, to suppress the rebel- 
lion there so as to avoid the necessity 
of despatching troops from Spain. 

HAWAII'S GOVERNMENT. 

Congressional . Committee Petitioned for 
TJ. S. Tariff and Shipping Laws 
and for Neutral Governor. 

San Ii'rancisco. Sept. ."iO.— The steam- 
ship Ciaelic arrived bore to-day from 
Hongkong and Vokohama via Honolulu, 
bringing the congressional commission 
from the latter place. Under date of 
September 2.'), the Honolulu correspon- 
dent of the Associated I'ress writes that 
the congressional eoinniitlee having com- 
pleted its work, Senators CuUoni and 
Morgan are returning to Washington, 
where they will hold a meeting in No- 
vember attended by Justice Frear, and 
probably by President Dole. 

Daring the last few days of their stay 
In Honolulu a number of petitions were 
sent to the committee by various foreign 
residents. The American party, which 
claims to represent the American, ele- 
ment in the Islands, presented a memor- 
ial requesting that the committeo com- 
mend a lil>enal form of government 
for the territories. The memor- 
ial further favors a liberal suffrage, the 
extension of the United States tariff and 
shipping laws to Hawaii. The memorial 
asserts that it is for the best interests 
of the island that the first governor of 
Hawaii should be one who is not bound 
by any tie, political or otherwise, to any 
party or class of residents in Hawaii.

Negroes and Hold Them Prisoners. 

Pana, 111., Sept. ;!().— Sheriff Corbin, 
acconjpiinied by a hundred deputies and 
a mimbor o( negroes heavily armed, left 
I'aiiau at T) o'clock to-night for Tower 
Hill to rel(>asi! llie six negroes captured 
by union minors who held up a train 
on which the negroes were coming to 
Pana. Five hundred miners left for 
Tow<?r Hill to join tho niin(>rs in eharge 
of tho negroes. Tho niililia jiaradtHl the 
business streets of Pana to-night. 

'Tower Hill, ill., Sept. ISO.— Throe hun- 
dred striking miners from Pana to-tlay 
liold uj) a special train on the Ohio & 
Southwestern whicli was conveying 50 
AVashington, Ind., negroes to Pana to 
take the place of union miners. The ne- 
groes were taken from the cars and com- 
pelled to walk back to Tower Hill, where 
they were locked in the depot until 1 
o'clock to-night. At that hour Ihi? ne- 
groes wore placed on an east-bound train 
and taken bade to Indiana at the ox- 
piMise of tlH> union. Tho hold-up of the 
train was perfectly executed and w.'ia a 
bold stroke on the part of tlic miners. 
Sheriff' Coburn's force of rescuers had 
not arrived at a late hour. 



PHILIPPINES LOST TO SPAIN. 

Who Might Just as Well Recognize the 
Pact at Once,,Says Senator Hanna. 

Cleveland, O., Sept. 30.— Tho Leader 
has ironi its Waohiiigton correaiiondent 
tho following interview with Senator 
Hanna comtorning tho Philippines, on 
^\hich (piestioii he is boliovod to repre- 
sent tlie views of President .McKinley; 

" I do not know what tho instructions 
given to our peace coniuiissioni.'rs are to 
be, so far as it , concerns the negotiations 
which will bo instituted in Paris. 1 can 
SCO no other result than that Spain will 
have to rolin(iuisli lier sovereignty over 
not only Luzon island, but the entire 
Philippines archipelago. Spain has no 
reason to I'xpect to bo able to retain any 
portion of the group. She Avent to war 
and lost, and now ought to bo prepared 
to suffer 111! tho consetpK'nces which a 
defeat implies. I regard tho Philippines 
as lost to Spain, and that Ijoing a fore- 
gone conclusion, in my opinion tho prob- 
lem which next confronts us rehile.-i to 
the form of government' which we will 
give tlio islands. 

" Aside from tho fact that tho general 
sentiment of the country seems to be 
•igainst returning any of the islands to 
Spain, the United States is under obliga 
tion to the insurgents to establish : 
stable and enlightened form of govern- 
ment throughout the. entire archipelago 
When th(> war broke out, tho Philippine 
insiirreetionisls became in a oortaiii 
sense the allies of the Americans, and 
it therefore is our moral duty to it that 
in the future they will be assured safe 
and civilized rule, and until the United 
Slates ileteniiine in just what wanner 
Ihe I'bilipinnes nUiniately shall be gov- 
erned, we niTcssarily will have to con- 
sider the l''iiipinos our wards, 
i " Itegarding Ihe ri'ports which come 
I fr<iiu Paris that one of tho Spanisli pro- 
! positions to our eoinmissioners will be 
! Hint the United Stales pay .flOO.OdO.OdO 
i for the reliiKiuishmeiit of the l'liilippini'_ 
I Senator Ilanna said, signilicaiilly: ' We 
are not paying money for or buying ter- 
ritory wliieli we now control.'"

NAVAU VOLUNTIOUPS. 

Proposal That They Should Fivrin a 
Company .•\ttaelied to Second 
Hatt.aiion, Fifth Peginieiit. 

The military oflleers in Vancouver are, 
naturally, more interested in the pro- 
[Kjsal to establish a corps of naval vol- 
unteers here but they think that tho ri^ 
marks of Lord Brassoy have shown that 
ii is more artilleryiiien that are wanted 
hence they ask llie naval volunteer en 
thusiasts to form another company of 
the PLCth regiment. JIajdr O. C. Hen 
net t. ^lleakillg on the subject to a News 
Advertiser representative said: 

"In ri'ading the remarks of Pord Bras- 
sey, and your editorial comments, I was 
struck with the fact that we have iil 
ready a body here which is doing almost 
precisely the same work as is proposed to 
bo done by the naval volunteers. If it 
was the intentioin to encourage naval 
tactics, to make the volunteers a means 
of assistance to the navy in time of war, 
1 would say 'go ahead.' But, as accord- 
ing to tho ideas expressed' by Lord Bras- 
sey the only thing they could possibly 
do is to perfect themselves in guji utirk 
so as tu perforin such work as the IloyaJ 
MariiK? Artillery do, it seems to me that 
instead of encouraging any lu^w body it 
would be better foi' tho interests of all 
concerned, and especially of the city of 
A'aiicouver, that wo should strengthen 
the existing bod.v — tluit is, for anollier 
comjian.v of the Second battalion, Fiflh 
regiment of garrison artilier}', and carry 
out the work which the regiment is now 
doing. 

"Vou may not know, possibly, that un- 
der the regulations and orders of the 
militia of Canada there is a naval force 
authorized as well as a land force. The 
Imperial government would not coiillict 
with that by encouraging a bniiich iif 
naval voluuleors. It would bo much 
better to appeal to the Dominion govern 
meut direct, under the provisions of the 
rules."

While reports iis to the proceodingH of 
the iutoriiiitioiiul conference now sitting 
at Qiioboo, iuiJ partiouUirly as to the de- 
cisions at which it luai' arrive on the 
rarions questions whicli are under cun- 
aideration,' must neceasnrily be merely 
in the nature of runiorft, the fact that 
such runiors as that in regard to the 
.setUeuient of the Ahislcnn honndary dis- 
pute should be current is onongh tn 
•cause anxiety. 'Wliilo it has hoen o(li- 
cially announced that nothiut; would be 
made public in regard to the proceedings 
of the conference until its sessions' Arcro 
•ended, it is nothing unusual in connce 
tion with such gatherings for infornni- 
tion to Icnlc out. It is frequently im- 
possible to say hy wlmt moans such 
■Btatemonts get abroad, hnt the fact re- 
mains that froquontly when the olllcial 
statonuMit is ultiniiitely given to the pnb- 
lic, it is found to lioiir out tlio rt'i)urts 
•^vhicli liad Wim iirovioiisly niiule. 

Should such prove to he tlie case in 
■regird to tlie report now pnblished as 
.•:to 'tlio jnnnner in wliicli the conference 
■proposes to adjust llie boiuidary (|nes- 
tlon, ihcvi' is no doulit that there will l)c 
..general dissntisl'iiction I'cit by Cainuliiins, 
and ('spi'i-i;illy liy ihc people of tliis 
province. 'i'o admit that tlie constrnc- 
tion of Ihc treaty icspocting the honnd- 
ary line between Canada and Alaska 
jualkCs it follow the sinudsities of the 
«onst where the nienntains are more than 
ten nnirine Icagncs distant therefrom, is 
practically to acceile the demand of the 
United States guvernnient, and entirely 
to abandon the cimtention on which the 
British government Inis always insisted. 
The latter view has liad the sni)i>'M t of 
those most competent to expn^s an 
opinion, and the result of any aiipc:il to 
arbitnition by an impnrtinl tnlmnal. 
should the two governments be nnalilc 
to agree on the mattei-. bus always bci-n 
looked forwaril to as likely to result ni 
a decision in favor of the British con- 
tention, To abandon that iiosilion now. 
for the sake of eiuliiig the dispute, or 
even in return for -some inude(iuntc com- 
pensation in another direction, would lie 
a stirrender of Canadian rights wlucli 
would properly be viewed with the great- 
est dissatisfaction. 

Especially would this be the case m 
British Coiuinbia, that part of the Do- 
minion which has a material as well as 
a sentimental interest in a settlement 
that will give to us wlmt we Ixdieve we 
are clearly entitled to have. The discov- 
ery of the Klondike gold fields, and the 
-neccssitv of securing an ail-Car.adnin 
route to' that region, has shown us how 
valuable it would have been to luitisli 
Columbian shipping and commerce had 
the boundary question been setiled on 
what wo consider is the proper bnsis be 
fore the great rush of people to the \n- 
kon had commenced. Tliere would then 
have been no trouble aliour passing 
through American territory. Skagwiiy 
would have been within the Canadian 
boundary, and alt the benelit oi tlic 
trade would have enured to ( amulian 
cities, while an all-Canadiau route won ( 
have been opened, and aUjiig it wmiiii 
have flowed nine-tenths of the tratlic to 
and from the rich gold liclds of the 
"North. 

■ There is no reasonable doubt that there 
,. are going to be great developments and 
■extensive industrial enterprises in the 
northern regions, imtwithstandiiig tin; 
rigorous climatic ciaulitions which pre- 
vail ■ there. "Whilo we have iioyer 
.-grudged our neighbors tlie wealtli which 
American energy and enterprise have 
•extracted from Alaska, we ask that no 
unreasonable claims shall be kept up by 
them in'regard to the coastal frontage on 
the Pacific ocean of (Canadian territory. 
We have agreed to submit to arbitration 
the cluims made by the t'nited States to 
a strip of territory to which they have 
no better right than the l''renidi have to 
Fashoda, in the Soudan. I laving agrccil, 
'however, to submit it to arliitratimi, wc 
•do not desire to witiidraw, foolisli and 
uncalled for as it may have been, our 
quasi recognition of tlie United States 
claims. But that is one thing; to trade 
off our substantial rights f(a' some ridi- 
culonsly inadequate compensation, sim- 
ply for the sake of a settlement or for 
a sentimental idea of good ueiglibor- 
"iiood, is quite another. The strip of 
coast territory in question is valnable as 
giving to the conutry which possesses it 
convenient seaports and means of access 
to the great hinterland ludiind it. 

We have reason to believe that the 
provincial governujont has set out the 
case for British Columbia in the clearest 
possible manner, and has urged on ili(> 
British commissioners the importance 
that it is to provincial interests that the 
British contention should not be nlian- 
doned. Should the reports to which we 
have alluded prove correct, it would 
simply imply that the representatives of 
the provincial government have been ig- 
nored, and provincial interests tradeil fpff 
for something which there is. little doubt 
would have been declared to be British 
territory had the question beei\, submit- 
ted to arbitration, as it was supposed it 
would be. To set up a fictitious elaiin. 
to certain territory nnd then to surren- 
der what the claimant never had a title 
to, in exchange for some substantial ecna- 
pcnsation, appears to be as successful on

•able to claim that tho number of voters 
ia SL89S is at least 1,500,000, nllowinfr 
tor' tho incrdaso in population and for 
the' fact that tho provincial lists, whiclt 
wore iiscil in tlie pli'ltiscile pr()l)al)ly oon 
tiiiii inor(> iiiuiu's lliiUi (hose inuiie np 
under tlio late feileral f nun-lii-^e act. AVe 
are, not yet in possession of sntliciently 
. full (lata to lie able to compare tlie vote 
thrown on the nccMsioii of tlie pb^biscifo 
Willi tlie actual voting- strenstli oC the 
country, hut a sullicieutly close approxi- 
mate can be ftiadc for all practical pur- 
poses. "Wo find by the returns received 
tluil Xova Scotia did not cast more than 
;!().0(10 voles all told, of wliieh 2-l.."');5() 
were for prohibition. Tliis is less tliau 
a (luartor of the whole vote. Ne;^: 
Brunswick's total voto ^vill not be mueli 
more than 20,0(10, of which ahont 18,000 
in rouiiil ininibci-s weve for prohibition, 
or less than ono-fiCth of the total vote of 
the province. Not more .than O.ooo 
votes were cast in British Columbia, of 
which not to exceed 5,000 may ]w set 
down for prohibit ion at an outside fiKure. 
The returns from tlie other provinces arc 
so incomplete, that '"dy a K'-'icral esti- 
mate can bo made, hut at present there 
seems to 1)0 room for doubt wliether one- 
fifth ot tlio total eloctcnate have pro- 
nounced for prohibition. At the same 
•tune it is to bo ronionibercd that at tho 
elections for tlio Il^nse of Uoniinons 
nothiuf; like a full vote is over polled. 
Probably not to exceed 900.000 votes 
■wore polled at tlie election oC 1S!)0. and 
a House of Ooiiinioiis i.s usually elected 
by about one-third of the whole elec- 
torate,, that is nssumiug all the names on 
ithe lists to represent nctiial voters. 

Wo find that Qnehoe and Ontario ar- 
rayed against proliiliition and all the 
other provinces for 't. Tho result in 
Quebeb' it what most careful observers 
expected. It is not to be taken as any 
indication as to the coiiipariitive sobriety 
of that province. Th(> people of Quebec 
are probably less addictc<l to tho use of 
'intoxieiuitg in excess than those of any 
of the other provinces. Total abstinence 
is rarer tliere than in other parts of tho 
Dominion, but as a rule the people aro 
"tomperato. TIio larfTo voto atiainst pro- 
hibition is to bo taken as indientivo of 
the fact that those to whom tho people 
of Quebec are accustomed to look for 
gtiidnnce in matters of this nature were 
not. prepared to rocomuiend prohibition. 
"Tn addition to tliis the Inrfre business in- 
•ten^ts involved in tho manufacture and 
"salcot spirituous and malt liquors were 
rable to influence a very preat number 
-of voters. T.eft entirely to theniselvo.^ 
-the miljorit.v of tho people of Quebec 
"^{mld not bo willing to vote for prohibi- 
tion, altboiifih if a prohibitory law wcM-e 
passed, no section "f the population 
wouUl offer loss opposition to Its onforcc- 
meht. 

The vole oC On(afio is ii snii,i-ise to 
both sides. Kvery nni' expected n hu'se 
majority for iirohibition in that prov- 
ince. 1894, there Was a majority of 
80,000 for prohibition, and it was this 
very remarkable expression of jiublic 
opinion which, more than aiiylliiii;^ elsi>, 
led to the siibinission of tho iinostioii in 
the .form, of a plebiscite. It is not very 
easy to account for the reduced majority 
in Ontario, whicli will hiive a lendeney to 
set the people of that part of tlu> Do- 
minion to some very hard thinking. 
Hitherto it. has been claimed of Ontario 
that it was the banner province in all 
manner of reforms, and tlio claim ^'as 
made with a siiiu); comiilacency that was 
not a little irritatinP- It will bo intop- 
osliii:; to SCO how the champions of tho 
suproine virtue of Ontario will account 
for the f;icl that Toioiito is iiKainst iiro- 
hibition aii<l a nuijority df the miiiiu); 
t'amps of British roliitnbia for i(. 

The vole of the Maritime Provinces 
Kurprised no one who was at all famil- 
iar witli the sentiment of the pcoiih> 
there, ftet no one suppose that the resi- 
dents of that jiait of the Doiiiiiiioii are or 
claim lo be any more vii-iuons than oilier 
people. The strong total. nhstinonco sen- 
tlmenf .pf the pcqpic is to bo accounted 
for by the fact that'for half a century 
all the more prominent leaders of public 
(ipiiiion have been total, abstainers, and 
the present (feneration of voters 
Imyo -been educated in ^opposition to tho 
■drink trafBc. Moreover, and tho import- 
ance of this consideration must not he 
lost siRht' of, in no part of Canada lia,s 
the Scott act boon so Ronoriilly put in 
•operation iis in the Maritime Provinces. 
In twenty-six electoral districts in the 
■provinces of Nova .Scotia, New Rrnns- 
wlck and Prince Kdward Island tho 
Scott act is now and has for snnu! yoar^i 
boon in force. The iuforonce lo bo drawn 
if that an oxporionoo of partial probi- 
'bition has strenRthcned the demand for 
ail nbsoluto prohibitory law'. ■ 

The vote of Jlanitoba and th(> North 
West Territories is as it was expected to 
bo iiud the only comment ^^hicU it calls 



for is that , tho experience of tho Scott 
act in parts of Manitoba and of actual 
prohibition throughout tho Northwest has 
had tlie, same effect there as has just 
been noted In tho extreme East. The 
result in British Columbia, though dif- 
fering in some details fiom the forecast 
of the Colonist, amounted to the same 
thing. The opinion expressed by this 
paper that British Columbia would give 
a nnijority for prohibition was rocoivod 
with snriirise .'ill over the Dominion; 
but we gauged public opinion correctly. 

There is anothcr^aspect; on which tlu 
case must bo considered, namely, from 
tho standpoint of tho several constitiien 
cies. Here is wliero tho dilliculty of tho 
case comes in from tho politiciiin's point 
of view. While it is quite' trtie,'ii8., we said 
yesterday, that tho government has re- 
ceived no mandate from tho people ot 
Canada to introduce pndiihitory logi.sla 
tion, it is nhso true that on tho face oj 
tho returns the large majority ipf the 
members of tho House of Commons have 
lieen instructed by their constituonts tu 
support prohibition. The vote is uiifor- 
luiiali'ly .a small one, biil if the whole 
country can he ciaiiited upon to be 
divided in tho same proportion, a jiro- 
hibitory law would be sustained by a 
large majority of the members elected at 
a general election for the Commons 

With the exception of the cities of 
Ilalifa.x, St. .Toliu, Winnipeg and \nur 
couv6r, the important commercial and 
transportation cities have deelaved 
against prohibitimi. The great strength 
of the movement is seen to lie in the 
rural communities. Taking tho whole 
result, no one is much wiser for tlie 
plebiscite than he was before, nud tlie 
country has paid out a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars to learn nothing. 



MU. MAUTIN AT OTTAWA. 

Our Ottawa correspondent learns that 
the IIoii. .loseiili Marlin's alleged private 
business at Ottawa is to strougtlion the 
hands of tlio provincial government and 
smooth' the way for Lioutenant-Oover- 
iior Mcliiiies to escape from the very 
didicull. jiosition into which he has gol 
himself. (."olduist readers may reiiu iii- 
hor that we suggested tliis last Saturday 
as the explanation of the Attorney-Oeii- 
eral's tour. .V good many ruuiiM's are 
Hying aiound as to what ^Ir. JIartiii 
wants Sir Wilfrid Laurier to do. and 
wlial ."^ir ^\■i!f^^ll is willing to agree to. 
but at present (everything is too shadowy 
to make it .safe to give currency to any- 
thing. Of one thing wp may feel confi- 
dent, namely that Mr. Martin, having 
secured a " loe-lmld "' in Hritish Colum- 
liia politics, prypo.ses to hold on as Ion;; 
as he is able. There is very consider- 
able doubt as to the place ho assigns lo 
Messrs. Seiiilin and Cotton in bis polili- 
cal plans, but there is likewise' a large 
element of the same ccniimoility :is lo 
the place which those gentlemen assign 
to him in their prognostications of the 
future. There is very much less doubt 
as to what the House will do when it 
gets an opportunity of expressing ilself 
upon Ihe iiolilieal merits of tlii> aggrega- 
tion of talent now holding tho stage in 
the big stone house across the Bay. • Mr. 
JIartin himself freely expresses his fours 
as to what will then happen, and Ihe 
Macedonian cry which he raises at Ot- 
tawa shows how very acute his fear is. 



THE COMMISSION. 

No dmibt the Times IhiiiUs it lias 
settled the Colonist forever by its article 
oil the royal commission. But it simply 
begs the whole nuestion. The Colonist 
was perfectly well awaro of the existence 
of such a statille ;is that sn 
freely (juoted by the Times and what 
it complait'ts of is the unconstitu- 
tional use of the powers con- 
ferred upon tho Lioutenant-nover- 
iior li.v that statute. Tho case is 
precisely similar to that involved in (lie 
dismissal of the lati- ministry. '('he ab- 
stract power to dismiss is vested in Ihe 
lieutenant-governor, but it must be exer- 
cised constitutionally. So the legislntiiro 
has clothed tho lioutonnnt-governor with 
the power to issue royal commissions of 
iiKiuiry. but this power must bo exer- 
I'ised ill accordance with the well liuder^ 
stood principles of tho Hritish constitu- 
tipn. The Times was not able to appre- 
ointo how a prerogative right could be 
exercised unconstitutionally, and so can- 
not be expected to unih'rstaiid how a 
sbitnlory right can be so exercised, liiil 
it; is to be hoped that the legislature will 
not be so dond to a sense of what is 
right and whal is wnuig. 
.'So far as the present commission i.-i 
<'oncerii('d, our only wisli is (hat, since 
such an imiuiry has been begun, it will 
he carried to a conclusion, and thai 
(>very man who knows anything ahoiK 
the subject under investigation will go 
before the Chief .Justice and tell it. Hiit 
(his is not the point. British Columbia 
is eitljer governed according to the Brit- 
ish constitution or it is not. If it is, 
thou the construction to be placed on the 
statute must be in harmony with that 
constitution. If it is not, wo cannot 
learn the fact any loo soon. To make 
Ihe jioiiit clearer, wo ma.v add that this 
commission, in order to reach a conclu- 
sion, may have to inquire into what took 
place in the secret meetings of the cnbi- 
uet. To permit, this to he done would 
be in direct contravention of tho oaths 
taken by every member of the executive 
council. We may further illustrate what 
we mean by saying that the language 
authorizing the lieutenant-governor to 
issue a royal commission requires a wit- 
ness to answer all questions that shall 
ho put to him touching tlie subject mat- 
ter of tho inquiry. But no one would 
claim that under such n provision a law- 
yer could be compelled to divulge the 
conOdent.ial cpramnnioatipns of his cliont. 
or rf-Avitness be mndo t'o orlminnto him- 
self, and the reason is that according to 
the r.rilish idea of law, tho right of a 
lawyer to refuse to give up his client's 



secrets, or of a witness to refuse to 
criminate liimsolf. is always to ho under- 
stood. It ia ns much « part of every 
statute ns if it were expressly enacted 
on it. So with the principles of thf 
constitiitiou. They are ingrained, so to 
say, in the law of the land, Take a 
specific illustration: It nowhere appears 
in the sttttul:ef.qf:BTiash.,Co]unibiii that 
ithe Crown cannot be divested of its pre- 
rogative rights, except by specific enuct- 
mout. This is u principle of the British 
constitution, and because it is such a 
principle, the .ludicial Coiumitteo of tho 
Privy Council decided that tho. precious 
metals didinot pass.^to/the<J!Bquimalt & 
Nnnainio ralhvny company' under the 
general words of description in tho 
grant. Tills iilaslratcs how constitu- 
tional iiriiiciples govern the interpreta- 
tion of statutes. When;. .„we add

.T.VMES BAY (."Alt iSEUVIClO. 

It is plain to every one that tho ear 
service across the .Tamos Bay bridge 
must j^hortly cease. Only a few months 
remain during which, according to the 
engineer's report, it will bo safe to use 
fhe bridge. The length of its life is 
measured in iiioiilhs by not luueli more 
than Ihe number of its spans, and il 
can hanlly bo proposed to allow the 
public to use it up to tho very "hour and 
article" of its death. Neither does it 
seem likely that any one will jiropose 
that the car .service iu the .lames Hay 
district should be suspended while the 
bridge is being roeonstnictwl. 

The time has come whi'ii arrangoments 
shiiuld he made to carry the Jaine.^ Hay 
line from CJovoruuieiit street out Hum- 
boldt to the unnamed street at the head 
of the tide flats, down this to Belleville 
and out Hellevillc to the present line at 
Birdcage walk. 'J'his climige, whi'di 
ought to be a pcrmaueiit one, would 
inconvenience nobody and would make 
the service nvail.nblo to a considernble 
seel ion of tho city, which it doc'H not 
loueh at present. N'ery few people ever 
take a cai- at tlie corner of Iliimlioldt 
street or at the P.elli'villc street end of 
llie bridge, the reason being lhat there 
is no object ill doing so, for when a per-

town, he alnuist always walks the n>- 
inaiudor of tho distance. It is a rule iu 
city ear service that the more street 
intersections a car line crosses, the 
greater the friilllc. The suggested' (diange 
would aild six iiilersrctions to those on 
Ihe liiii> to tin- cars. We hope this mat- 
ter will not bo aii.\- longer clelayeil. 



.Mr. Mauley, of the Toronto World, 
who told the Colonist lhat he is " aw out- 
and-out Libernl," oxiiroHses himself very 
strongly on tho subject of the 'i'ukoii 
ndministratioii. Me says that everyone 
knows that something is wnuig. but no 
oiu^ cares to jei>i>ardize his iiiteresis by 
making specific charges.

YOUNG lIOUSKBIlFAlvKllS. 

Three Boys Sentenced to Terms In the 
Reformatory. 

It did not take very long to settle the 
trial of tlie tlireo small boys, William 
Ferguson, George Duncan and Frederick 
Hansen, who were oomiiiitted "i'luirs 
day by Magistrate Macrae for breaking 
into Mr. Cole's house, on Sinicoe street. 
Mr. Justice Walkem yesterday sentenced 
William JTergnson to 12 months in the 
reformatory, and George Duncaii and 
FrodeHck Hansen to .six months each in 
the reformatory. It seems to be the old 
story of boys staying out late at night, 
playing trunnt from school, and gradu- 
ally falling into crime. Young l''erguson 
is a colored boy of ..about 12 years of 
nge, and he nppeur.s to have Immmi the 
ingleador. Though deservedly punished 
and from the .Mccounts given of his cbnr- 
icter seemingly incorrigible, the lad's 
story is a pitiful one. He is an orplian, 
and the provincial governnieat, to pro- 
vide for hini, paid un old man and his 
wife to take care of tlic boy. He was 
put to school, hut Romcliow or other he 
seems to have been too much for his 
guardians and teachers, and in spite of 
all punishments he would stay away 
from school. His bad example infected 
young Duncan and Hansen, but the boys 
do not seem to realize the enormity "of 
their crime of housebreaking. A stay 
at the reformatory may have a good f- 
fcct ou lliein, however.

the thirst was not mucli fun. Therefore, 
wlieu the train stojiped at a station .Toliu 
slipped off and obtained from a friend a 
quart bottle of rye. Tliis be carefully 
concealed under his coat and niion his 
arrival in the city started out on a little 
"tune." He landed in the police station 
and yesterday morning paid a fine of $5. 

Police Record.— But fifty-five chiirges. 
most of them petty ones, were entered in 
the register at the city lockup during 
the month of September. Of tlieso yj 
were against whites, ]() against Indians 
and G against Chiiiinnen. Of the Chinese 
cases, three were liurglary, two assault, 
one infraction of tlie city by-laws, and 
one stealing.

projKM't.v, one; infraction of tin? public 
morals by-law, Iwo. and vagrancy, tH*o. 
Two white men and one Chinaman were 
ilotainued in the station, being of un- 
sound mind.

NOT A MURDEU. 

Skull Found In Albem! Canal Wos Only 
An Anthropological Specimen. 

The mystery of the boy's head In a 
box found floating in Aiberni canal some 
d.iys ago, was solved yesterday, when 
tiie \vliolo thing was clwired up satisfac- 
torily, and the murder theory was dis- 
covered to be unfounded. A special 
despatch to the Colonist from Alberni 
last night gives the whole story, which 
is ns follows: 

Alberni, Sept. 30.— fSpecial)— A coro- 
ner's inquest was Iield here to-ilay on the 
skull found some time ago floating in 
the Alberni cnnal. The facts nre briefly 
those: • A resident of New Alberni M-ns 
asked by a friend to procure a skull for 
him as a specimea. Ho accordingly 
wont over to' Deadman's island, an old 
Indian burial ground, and picked this 
skull out of a .pile of bones, it being in 
a good state of preservation, and packed 
it in a box for shipment to Victoria, tak- 
ing it aboard the Willapa. Ho lieeamo 
rather disgusted with it and threw it 
into tlie canal, box and all, where it 
was pic,kod- up next dny by nn Indian, 
who opened the iiackage, and, finding 
what it was, hccnmc frightened nnd 
(brew It back again, subsoqueudy report- 
ing his find to Constable Cox, who imme- 
diately had the box searchwl for again, 
and succeeded in unravelling what prom- 
ised to be another mystery of the deep. 
The verdict of the jury was in accord- 
ance with the evidence given by the per- 
son who found the skull, and expert 
medical testimony showed that It was 
the skull of an Indian boy about 13 
years of age. 'The skull was ordered to 
bo returned to the place where it was 
found.

SPAIN'S FA^^LURB AS A COLONIST 

St. Louis Clobo Democrat. 

Tho Jladrid paper which oppo.sos tho 
proposition to bring the remains of Col- 
nmliiis home from Mjivana and which 
virluallv coiitiMids that hi> was Spain's 
evil genius .and not her benefactor, is 
not as wliiuisical as some persons, may 
think, Spain has no talent for coloniza- 
tion, ami never had. Rome bad this apt)- 
iliide in n high degree, and so had Greece 
nnd Curtilage before her. Among mod- 
ern states ICngland has it, but none of 
tho other nations have it to anything 
like the same extent. France lost a col- 
onial ompiri? almost aa large as Spain 
ever possessed. Gerninn.v'a debut as a 
colonizing power has been so recent that 
a linai judgment upon her work in that 
field can not be rendered yet. The 
grealest slatesiuaii, Hisman-k, was 
against the colonization policy. Ilussia 
lias extended her boundaries immensely 
in the jiast 100 years, but it has been 
ehielly through the annexation of con- 
tiu'uoiis territory, as was the case with 
llie Tlnileil States until the ncntiisition of 
.Maska. Hul .Sp;iiii had neitlier the tal- 
ent of England on the one side nor that 
of Russia or the T'nited Slates on the 
other. Her possessions in Europe broke 
away from her earlier tliau did those on 
the American continenl. .She never had 
either the virtue or the ability wliiidv 
would enable her to impos(> her rule 
on any great niiinbiT of people |)orman- 
ontl.v. Columbus certainly rendered a 
very bad service to the former and pro- 
bably did to the latter when he gave tho 
new world to Castile and Leon.

Il.VLIFAX jrAJOR KILLED. 

He Was Qualifying in Equitation ' bjj- 
Order, and His Horse Trampled 
Hhn. 

Very general regret is felt over the 
demise of Major James Maxwell, .Ist 
llegiineut Canadian Atlillery, Halifax, 
which was caused by an accident which' 
occurred to hini on Tuesday, August 30. 
It appears that the late Major Maxwell 
bad mounted bis horse at bis own door 
for the iiurjioso of proceeding to the; 
school of equitation, when the horse 
shied and suddenly started to.run.sqq^.'. 
Major Maxwell lost his seat and vainly, 
attempted to regain it. Seventy yard^' 
or 81) had beeu traversed when the do-' 
ceased, who had beeii clinging to the 
mane, fell to tho ground on his back in 
front of the horse, and the animal as it 
passed along trampled upon him. The- 
best surgical skill obtainable in, Halifax 
was procured, but ho died on the 2d inst. 
The late nmjor was enthusiastically de-,. 
voted to he militia, and most of liis leiS'f 
uro was spent in promoting tho efllciency 
of tho service. IIo was proud of 'the' 
garrison artillery, aud the men had great 
respect for him. 'J'ho company tliat he; ^ 
commanded wns most successful in all/ 
contests of gun shifting, liriug and riUe"' 
shooting. 

Tho fatal accident is tlio fniit of a 
ridiculous order requiring garrison , ar- ' 
fillery Cold oUlccrs to qualify iu eqiiitllir 
tion, although no horses are provided' for , 
them, neitlier would they ever bo mount- ' 
ed in the performance of their duty. 

Tho funeral of the late Major Maxwell 
wns one of the largest ever seen in Hali- 
fax. Nearly every militia olllcer in the 
city and every militia man were present. 
The lloral tributes completely covered the- 
grave,- Canadian Military Qaette.

OTTAWA SHIP C.VXAL. 

An Ambitious Scheme AVhich Yet May 
Give New "Waterway to Great 
Lakes. 

From tlie Ottawa CUizce. 

It was ruiiiored around town on Siitnr 
day that Mr, .Marcus Smith, M. Inst. 
C,E,, consulting engineer of tho Georg- 
ian Bay canal, was instructed to coni- 
meuce the Surveys in October to com 
pleto them before the ice takes on the 
rivers. 

.V Citizen reporter interviewed Mr. 
Stewart on the siibjei't, lie mentioned 
that he had heard ri'iiiiirked that mat 
ters were progressing favorably with he 
canal project. 

Jlr, Stewart was very reluctant, and 
would neitlier coiiliriii nor deny tlio rii- 
nior, but he said: "AH the cables this 
week are of a most favorable character. 
I am going to IJiiebeee to be present at 
the unveiling of the iiioiuiinent to Cliiiiii- 
plaiu, and when I return I may be aiiU 
to give you some information, as my 
Englisli letters « ill have arrived.' 

"Do you mind telling me what y.iur 
moveiiieiit 

"I am going to Montreal to-riiovrow to 
see tile Hon. Cliiirles Kussel Ison of Lord 
Ihisscll, of Kiloween, Lord ChaiU'ellor 
of England), solicitor in lOngland of my 
compiiiiy; then o tlmdiec; and on my re- 
turn Mr. I'onpdic, M,l'., and 1 are going 
up the Ottawa rivei'. We have been in- 
vited to address several of the agricul- 
tural shows. I expi'ct to leave on the 
"itli of October for lOngland on the While 
Star lino, but 1 may be detained here a 
week later. Our proposals to the Domin- 
ion government are: 

"1. Tho Montreal, Ottawa and Georg- 
ian Bay Canal Company will build, con- 
struct, complete and equii) th(» .Mon- 
treal and Georgian Bay canal, with locks 
of fourteen feet depth and up to the 
standard of the latest locks built bv the 
government of Canada, so that "boats 
can pass through from the great lakes to 
Montreal without interruption. 

"2. The said company will employ 
Canadi:in labor only. Canadian sub- 
contractors, and will use new plant and 
machinery made in Canada if procurable. 

"'•i. The said company will commence 
the surveys at once, and will complete 
same In ten weeks, and will put the 
whole under contract as soon as surveys 
!ire completed. 

"4. The company will wait for one 
year, or longer if required, from the date 
of the absolute completion of the said 
canal before the guarantee hereinafter 
mentioned shall eomraonee to be paid. 

"5. The guarantee required of the gov- 
ernment by the said company is ,f:i40,000 
a year for twenty years, or 2 per cent on 
.'jIlT.OtJD.dOO, the cost which tho said com- 
pany accept ns tho estimate for the pur- 
poses of this arrangement or negotiatitm 
with the government. 

"0. The said company will only ask 
tho government to pay tho delicieiicy in 
the interest on the bonds to the extent 
of a sum not greater than ?340,000, e.g., 
if tho earnings for the first year were 
Jiil lO.tJOO the govermont would only be 
calknl upon to pay !g200,000. 

"7. If the government of Canadli fhall 
be called upon to pay, and shall pay, 
the whole or any portion of said guar- 
antee, the same will be refunded by the 
said company form time to time out iif 
the current and subsoqucut prolits, bo 
the guarantee will partake of the nature 
of a loan. 

"8. Tho payment of the said guaran- 
tee, or any portion thereof, shall bo a 
first charge nnd lien on all property, real 
and iKTsonal, of the company, and on all 
their rights, franchises, casements and 
privileges. 

"9. An order-in-council will be accept 
cd by the said company for the purpose 
of concluding the arrangement or nego- 
tiation and entering on the construction 
of the ciinal works, ■same to be ratified hy 
subseipient legislation, 

.\ STRONG COMI'.VXY. 
"Yon <'an say, however, that we will 
give the goveriim(>nt more tli.'in five or 
six years after completion, if necessary, 
and that the interest on tlii! bonds will 
not coiuinenci^ until the date the govern 
iiient pleases. One of my coiiipany is so 
strong financially he could givi' a chcinic 
on tli(> Itank of Scotliin'd for the whol 
aiiiount of tlu! cost, and never feel it. 
Ills iianii! is a household word all over 
the world for wealth and eiiti'rprise." 
"How long will it take to coiistnictV" 
"About two years and a half. Mr, 
Middrnni, tlie English engineer who gave 
evid<'iice here, said that the company 
would attack the work at every avail- 
able iKiiiii. It is our idea to open every 
lock siimiltaneoiisly 

"How long have you been working on 
this project'/" 

"It is eight years last April since I com 
nienced personally to work up the mutter. 
Of course, my fiillier worked on it iMglit- 
(■en years, and if he and the late Mr 
.Tohn lOgan, father of H, K. Egan, had 
lived, the canal would have been built 
years ago. 1 should not call it a canal 
in the generally iicceiited term; it 
opening iiii a water route that is coiiih 
ing gniiid water strc'tches. Sir .Tidiu 
Macdoiiald advised me to takir out 
charter in 1S!U. He said the canal 
should be built by a coiii[)aiiy. He fold 
me if the C.l'.U. had been built by the 
government he never would have seen it 
completed. When we entertained Sir 
.Toliii Macdona'd some years ago at the 
Hussell, he mad(> a speech in which he 
said: 'The Ottawa canal and the Cana- 
dian I'.Mcili(? niust be built.' fie l>ut my 
project first. Sir ,Iohn Miiciloiiald often 
told me that he would not live to seo it 
built, but that 1 would, if God spared ine, 
see the Ottawa canal and a doubh; track 
around Lake Superior built, and both of 
them together would not be able to carry 
the wheat to Montreal, Ilis prophecy is 
being more than realized. The Parry 
Sound route has been opened. Sir Will- 
iam Van Home has told me there is n 
resolution on tho books to double track 
tho O.P.H. around Lake Superior, and 



the Ottawa every fivt? minutes iu tho day 
and tho three companies combined, viz., 
the CP.K., tho Georgian Buy canal and 
the Piirry Sound, will not bo eipial to 
carrying the cereals from our great 
Northwest to tide-water at Montreal.
